THE ANARCHISTS. 


ALL TESTIMONY FOR THE STATE TO BE IN 
TO-MORROW EVENING. 


To-Day’s Proceedings— Evidence of the Phy- 
sicians Who Attended the Wounded 
Officers—Painter Gilmer Rattles the De- 
fense—Capt. Schaak Testifies Regarding 
the Confession of Engel and Spies. 


CHICAGO, July 29.—State’s Attorney Grinnell 
announced this morning that all the testimony 
for the State in the anarchists’ trial would 
be laid before the jury by to-morrow 
evening. Schnaubelt’s sister was among 
the spectators. One division of the room 
was occupied exclusively by women. Dr. 
John B. Murphy attended many of the wound- 
ed officers at the Desplaines Street Station. He 
was called there about 11 o’clock, and on go- 
ing into the station saw ten men stretched out, 


groaning in agony. Up-stairs he found 
Officer John Barrett with a hole 
in his side big enough to 


admit two fingers. Some twenty-six or thirty 
officers were attended. Among them were 
Flavin, Hansin, Miller, Whitner, Keller and 
Redden. Those attended at the hospital by 
Dr. Murphy were the following: Charles Fink, 
three shell wounds in the leg. The pe- 
culiarity of this shell wound is that 
it makes a very small opening, but in- 
side the soft flesh is torn terribly. 
A. C. Keller was struck bya piece of sliell, 
hitting himintheright rib and lodging over 
the heart, makinga lacerated wound eight 
inches long. Joseph Norman, shell wound 
perforating the foot. Officer Michael Shepan 
was wounded in the back, just below the 
ninth rib. He died on the seyenth dav of 
peritonitis. Officer Arthur Conley was wound- 
ed in the leg. A _ surgical operation was 


required to extract the shell. Officer Law- 
rence Murphy had fifteen shell wounds. One 
wasin the neck. There were three or four in 
the arms andapiece of shell weighing onw 
anda half ounces was cut out oi his foot. 
This piece of shell was given to Prof. Walter 
Haines for examination. Officer Ed Barrett 
had two shell woundsinthe knee. Officer J. 
A. King of the Desplaines Street Std@tion was 
struck in the face by a piece of shell. Another 
missile carried off part of his jaw. Ofticer J. 
Hi. Brady had severai flesh wounds in the leg. 
THE DEFENSE RATTLED. 

Dr. Murphy continued, and described in de- 
tail the character of the wounds sustained by 
the police officers, 

Dr. Epler was called and testified to the fact 
of Fielden visiting the witness’ office, on Hal- 
sted street, the night of the massacre, to huve 
the bullet wound in his leg dressed. 

M.M. Thompson, the man who gave such 
damaging evidence against the leading an- 
archists on Tuesday, was recailed and 
asked wirether he was not at Grief’s ball 
on May 4. He replied that he was not. He 
was questioned very closely by Mr. Foster, 


but did not vary in any of 
his statements. The State's Attorney 
brought out the fact he had been 


compelled to move from his house on South 
Green street, owing to visits of adherents of 
the anarchists who sought to intimidNe him 
from taking the stand. 

Otticer Rotman testified to finding the 
bomnbs near Ogden’s Grove, which bad been 
pointed outto him by the informer, Lehman. 
The same witness also told of the vast amount 
of deadly missiles found under the house of 
the anarchist, Thielen. 

Lieut. Bowler was called and exhibited to 
the jury the torn and blood-stained uniforms 
of the wounded police officers. 

Capt. Black protested strongly against such 
evidence being submitted. He declared 
it was only for a sensational 
purpose. Mr. Grinnell replied with some 
teelinythat if he had desired to produce a 
sensation and to illustrate the murderous 
character of the assauit at the Luymarket, he 
would have broughtin the survivors of that 
night on stretchers and exposed their wounds. 

CAPT. SCHAAK TESTIFIES. 

Capt. Michael Schaak then took the stand. 
Onthe afternoon of May 14, when Lingg was 
locked up at the Chicago Avenue Station, the 
witness asked him whether he was at 54 West 
Lake street on the -night of May 
3, and he replied that he was. He 
said he had made dynamite for use at the 
Haymarket. Lingg said he hated the police be- 
cause they attacked ey? a oe at McCorinick’s 
and because they were friendly to capitalists. 
When asked why he did not fight the police 
with guns instead of dynamite Lingy replied 
that the militia had guns and the Socialists had 
to use dynamite. Lingg said he made three 
kinds of dynamite. He had _ learned 
how to make it by reading books. When the 
witness examined Lingg’s trunk he found in 
it a false bottom and a quantity of tuse, which 
he said he had bought ofafirm on West Lake 
street. He said he knew Spies, and was 
at the Arbeiter Zeitung office frequently. He 
had been a Socialist as long as he could 
think. The witness had a talk with Engel on 
May 18, when the latter confessed that 
he bad been at the meeting at No. 54 West 
Lake street on May 3. When Engel’s wife vis- 
ited him Engel broke down and wept, and to 
her chiding for placing himself in such a 
position he replied, ‘‘Mamma, I am cursed 
with eloguence. Louise Michel suffered for a 
cause. Sheisawoman,lama man and will 
stand it like a man.’’ Capt. Schaak 
explained the result of his experiments 
in exploding the boinbs found among Lingg’s 
erfects, and the havoc they occasioned. Lingg 
declared that he had prepared’ the 
bombs to use them against the gatiing guns of 
the militia in the great revolution 
which had commenced. When asked where 
he had gotthe molds with which to fashion 
the bombs, he said he made them out of 
clay. He had picked up  gaspipe 
along the river and wherever he could find it. 
Sia persons, he said, had called at his house 
on May 4 to obtain bombs. 

Adjourned to 2 p. m.

CHICAGO, July 29.—The statement having 
been published here and elsewhere that no 
steps had been taken in Chicagoto form an 
auxiliary association to the American Opera 
Company, Mr. C. N. Fay of the local commit- 
tee writes to say ‘‘a number of prominent 
gentlemen have agreed tg contribute the cap- 
ital of the proposed organization, and we 
have no doubt that we shall fill up our sub- 
sciiption fist long before the commence- 
ment of tbe next opera season.’’ 
Regarding the statement that any money con- 
tributed here would be used to support opera 
in New York, he says: ‘‘Astothe second im- 
pression, 1 beg the pubiic to credit us, and 
also the finance committee of the American 
Opera Company with too much common sense 
to propose anything absurd, Avery sensible 
plan, the details of which are not entirely 
complete, for putting the business of the 
American Opera Company on a firm and per- 
manent foundation, each city —— eare of 
itself, is now under consideration. is hard- 
ly necessary to say that we would not interest 
ourselves upon any other basis.’’

EL Paso, Tex., July 29.—Consul Brigham has 
received a letter from Minister Jackson, say- 
ing that he had no doubt the matter about 
Cutting would be settled in a few days. 


They Know Cutting. 


From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

TOLEDO, O., July 27.—A. K. Cutting, the 
American editor now imprisoned in Mexico, 
over which event international complications 
are threatened, lived in Toledo for two years, 


coming bere from Memphis in 1865. A Toledo 
printer, who worked in Memphis just pre- 
vious to tne war, says he remembers Cut- 
ting as the type of the journeyman printer of 
that period. He was shrewd and full of de- 
vices to slide through the world with as little 
work as possible. He was a regular attendant 
at the theater and could quote Shakspeare by 
the page. If he could ‘‘strike’’ a printer 
with « ‘‘stake’’ he would stick to him as long 
as his money lasted. He was never known to 
refuse an invitation to takeadrink. When 
the war broke out and forty or fifty Mem- 
phis printers volunteered in the rebel 
service Cutting got the foremanship on 
the Kvening Argus, which he held until 
about 1865, when he came North. He went 
first into New York State, and then came to 
Toledo. One of his acquaintances, who 
boarded at the same place, says that he wasa 
dark-complexioned young man, with dark 
hair and eyes, quick in his movements at 
times, but inclined to be lazy. He was a good 
printer, but despised work, and was dis- 
charged from an office here for laziness. Miss 
Emma lewis, formerly of Svyivania, the 
daughter of Cutting’slandladv, was fascinated 
with the young printer, and thev were mar- 
ried in Detroit, the marriage being a forced 
one. Miss Lewis is described as being a sweet 
and beautifnl young girl, and when Cutting’s 
perfidy becaminme known the enrayed printers 
threatened to tar and feather him if he did 
not marry the girl. Cutting lived for nine 
months with his mother-in-law, refusing 
to do any work to support his wife, 
and domestic quarrels were frequent. Finally 
he left secretly. One letter was received from 
St. Louis, that being the last heard of him. It 
was then discovered that he had been married 
twice before, once in the East and once in the 
South, and that he had obtained no divorce. 
Mrs. Cutting, her mother and little boy after- 
ward moved tothe West. They havea large 
circle of friends in Toledo and vicinity. The 
general impression among those who knew 
Cutting is that he is not worth fighting over. 


Indiana Knows Him. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 27.—A. K. Cutting, 
who is now creating such astirin Mexico, isa 
former resident of this city. He was in 1875 
foreman of the Daily Express, which was pub- 


* 

lished here atthattime. He held the position 
for about six months, when he resigned 
and started a paper of his own, known 
asthe Republican. The paper wasa failure 
and Cutting left, going to Kansas City, where 
he worked on the Kansas City Times. He 
next went to Denver, where he remained un- 
til several months ago, when he leit for Texas, 
and there is no doubt thatit is he whois now 
confined!in the Mexican prison. 
known as a tough customer while he lived in 
this city, and his life since his departure has 
been anything but angelic. He hasa divorced 
wife in hansas City. 


Another Mexican Outrage. 


DALLAS, Tex., July 29.—The Cutting outrage 
has brought to light another abuse of an 
American citizen, which has heretofore been 
kept quiet through fear of injury toan Ameri- 
can firm by its exposure. The case is that of 


Mr. R. H. Fleming of this place, who has 
been engaged as an agent in Mexico for a iarge 
agricultural implement. firin. About two 
months ago, while reading a newspaper on the 
plaza at Lados, he wasapproached bya police- 
inan, Who asked him where he was going. 
Mr. Fleming replied that he proposed to take 
the stage next morning for San Luis Potosi. 
‘*‘Senor,’’ said the policeman, ‘‘I am direct- 
ed to take you before the Alcalde.’’ 

When brought into the presence of that offi- 
cial he was first deprived of his watch, chain, 
rings and clothing, except his trousers and 
shirt, and then the Alcalde ordered that he be 
castin prison. Mr. Fleming asked what was 
the offence with which he stood charged, but 
received no other reply than a withering stare. 
He then stood on his rights as an American 
citizen, but this only provoked a smile. At 
the prison, filled with rags and infamy, he 
was cast into a ceil as poorly ventilated as the 
Black Hole of Calcutta, and there was allowed 
to remain eight hours, when the Americans in 
the meantime,hearing about it, raised a storm 
about the Alcaide’s ears and succeeded in 
gaining his release. 


EPIDEMICS. 


Three More Deaths at Llizabeth—General 
Alarm Among the Feople. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 29.—There were three 
deaths yesterday from the fever at West Eliza- 
beth and one new case. The condition of 
many of the patients now under medical treat- 
mentis such that more deaths are expected. 
There isa growing impression that the epi- 
demic hasn't yet reached its limits, and as the 
physicians experience great difficulty in satis- 
factorily diagnosing the disease, there is con- 
siderable differences of opinion among them 
as to the proper treatment. This has had a 
tendency to increase the alarm among the 
people, and the borough authorities are ex- 
erting themseivea in every way to enforce san- 
itary measures and to officially carry out the 
suggestions that representatives of the State 
Bourd of Health have madein pursuance of 
investigations made by its authority. 


OKLAHOMA, 


The Country Overrun by Hay, Stock and 
Timber Thieves. 


LitTLe Rock, Ark., July 29.—Advices from 
the Indian Territory say that Oklahoma is now 
the scene of corsiderable agitation. For 
months past numbers of persons have been 
locating there, despite all efforts to prevent 
them, and the country is overrun with des- 
perate characters, such as hay, stock and 


timber thieves. Capt. G. F. Price of the Fifth 
United States Cavalry has ordered the ejection 
of these men, and the troops under bis com- 
mand are carrying the order into effect as 
rapidiy as possible. Many of the ingruders 
show fight and several are under arrest and 
will be tried at the August term of the United 
States Court at Fort Smith.

The Wilkesbarre & Western Railroad Exe- 
cutes a $1,000,000 Mortgage. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 2).—A mortgage 
for $1,000,000 was recorded in the Recorder's 
office here yesterday. It was filed by the 
Wilkesbarre & Western Raliroad Company in 
favor of the Central Trust Company of New 
York. One thousand bonds of $1,000 each 
have been issued by the railroad company, 
and the mortgage executed was in trust for 


the security of the purchasers of the bonds.

OVER THE WABASH TRACK. 


- Missouri Pacific’s Part in the Fight. 


The decision which Judge Brewer is expect- 
ed to hand down in a few days in the matter of 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado Rail- 
road vitally affects one of the most important 
interests of this city. The fight is at a widen- 
ing breach in the wall, which Gould 
has built about the terminal  fa- 
cilities of this city. The question is 
whether the roadway through Forest 
Park and eastward to the Union Depot is the 
sole and exclusive property of the Wabash, or 
whether it isa public road open to all, any 
and every railway company desiring to enter 
the city by that route. Mr. John C. Orrick, 
whorepresents the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Colorado Company, unearthed the foundations 
for the latter view and has made a masterly 
fight in its defense. 

The St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado Com- 
pany has its roadway completed and ready 
for operation between Forsythe Junction (a 
few hundred feet north of the north line of 
Forest Park) to Creve Cceur Lake. Forsythe 
Junction is the point where the new road 
joins the Wabash, &t. Louis & Pacific, about 
3,000 feet from where the Wabash 
enters the park. It was tie intention 
of the new road to use its way as 
it was completed, both forthe transfer of its 
Own material and general business. Over- 


tunes were accordingly made to the Wabash 
for the use of the track through Forest Park 
and into Union Depot. General Manager 
Talmage informed the new road that their 
business would be taken over the Wabash 
tracks 

AT THE RATE OF 4 CENTS PER CWT. 

On the 3d inst. the Wabash management 
concluded the negotiations by absolutely re- 
fusing to permit the new road to use its tracks. 
Thereupon the St. Louis, Kansas City & Col- 
orado conferred with the Mayor, at which the 
tripartite agreement made August 11, 1875, was 
explained by Mr. Orrick, who showed the 
interest of the citvin the agreement, which 
was to the effect that this roadway 
should be opento ali railroads to reach the 
Union Depot. The further object of the con- 
ference was to obtain the co-operation of the 
city in any ee necessary to assert 
the rights of the road and the city under this 
tripartite agreement. The proceedings took 
the shape ofa petition to Judge rewer 
in the United States District Court for 
a mandatory injunction agninst the Receivers 
ofthe Wabash. Mr. G. H. Shields wasap- 
pointed Special Master, betore whom the case 
was presented. lie has made a yoluml- 
nous and able report, which bas been read to 
Judge Brewer, whose decision is expected in a 
few days. 

The tripartite agreement was made August 
li, 1875, by the Board of Commissioners for 
Forest Park as party of the first part, the St. 
Louis County Road Board, party of the second 
part, anid the St. Louis, Kansas City & North- 
ern Railroad as party of the third part. At 
this date the St. Louis County road had 
the right of way through orest Park, 
but the Board of Forest Park Commissioners 
had the right to estubiiah and improve the 
roud. Aboutthis time the 8t. Louis, Kansas 
City & Northern Railroad found it necessary 
to build a branch from Ferguson to tne 
Union Depot, and had to arrange to get 
through the park.

THE BATH-HOUSE CASES, 


Trial of the* Moore Sisters in the First 
District Court. 


The Moore sisters’ case is being tried in the 
First District Police Court this afternoon. 
This morning when the cases came up, 
Robert Goode, Attorney for the 


defendants, asked for a jury and they went 
over untill o’clock p. m., with the under- 
stunding that the case of Julia Stromberg, 
alias Moore, should then go to trial.

of July 20, about 9 o’ciock, he went there 
dressed in citizen’s clothes,and when he called 
for a bath was asked whether he wanted the 
‘French treatinent.’’ He asked what they 
meant by the ‘*‘French treatment,’’ and was 
told that they had a woman who would do cer- 
tain disgusting things to him. The ‘‘com- 
non treatment’’ was the ordinary traffic of 
disreputabie houses. The only bath articies he 
saw about the place wus a bucket ot water. 
They insisted on his remaining and quer- 
reled with him because he retused 
todoso. He afterward went to the house and 
made the arrests. During bis stay there they 
told him plainly the character of the place. 

Officer Zeigler testified to the general bad 
reputation of the heuse and the dis- 
reputable wom he saw in the house. 
He also testified to several visits there and the 
lack of preparations in the house for furnish- 
ing batus. 

A number of the women who are claimed 
to have been in the house will tes- 
fy to what they know about the 
place, and the City Attorney feels very 
confident of making a case inet the Strom- 
poe womnan.

A NOLLE PROSEQUI ENTERED IN THE 
BLOSSOM INSURANCE CASE. 


The State’s Attorney Completely FExoner- 
ates the Defendants from Intention of 
Violating the Law—The Risks Placed 
with the Knowledge of the Department 
—A Clean Bill Given the Blossoms, 


When the case of Henry M. and Howard A. 
Blossom, charged with violating the insurance 
law, was called in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection this morning, Mr. Ellerbe, attorney 
for the State, made the following statement: 


If your honor please, with the permission of 
Col. Claibourne, Prosecuting Attorney of this 
Court, lrepresent the State in these prosecu- 
tions for violation of the Insurance law. 

Before the matter is disposed of by any con- 
tinuance, I desire to make a statement in the 
case avainst the Messrs. Blossom and to ask 
permission of the Court to enter a nolle prose- 
qui as to these two gentlemen. 

Now, while as a matter of course the Super- 
intendent of the Insurance Departmentcannot 
authorize any agent or attorney to violate the 
law, yet, on accountof the peculiar circum- 
stances connected with. these defend- 
ants, the Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department, who is the real pros- 
ecutor in these cases does nut think that ne is 
in a position to ask for a prosecution of these 
defendants. For some years past Mr. H. M. 
Blossom has notified the Insurance Depart- 
ment in writing in every instance where he 
has placed insurance in a company not 
authorized to do businessin this State, showing 
in euch instance that he was unable to piace 
the insurance in autnorized companies and 
has inno instance concealed or attempted to 
conceal the fact that he waa in some instances 
placing such risks. Under my advice the Su- 
perintendent hag not prevented Mr. Biossom 
from these technical infractions’ of 
the law and if the fauit is anyone’s, 
it is my own. Mr. “lossom, in addition 
to notifying the Insurance Department of the 
placing of these risks in unauthorized com- 
panies, has stated to the Superintendent that 
whenever he sO directed, notify- 
ing bim (Blossom) that the law 
would be entorced against 
he would cease to do this business. 
not feel thatI am ina position to prosecute 
Mr. Blossom, and with the permission of the 
Superintendent of the Insurance Department 


1 ask that a nolle prosequi be entered 
in hia case. Mr. Blossom has ceased 
to do any business of this character, 


and since this attempt to enforce the iaw will 
not engage init in the future. This case in- 
cludes both defendants, as there is only one 
policy, and the same order is asked as to both.

THE OWNERS OF A NEW BUILDING THREAT-

FALSE AND EXAGGERATED. 


The Reports of Drought and General 
Destitution in Texas. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
NEw YORK, July 29.—Referring to the widely 
circulated reports of ruined crops, severe 
drought and general destitution in the in- 
terior of Texas, Gen. Geo. F. Alford of Dal- 
las said to the PosT-DI8SPATCH correspondent 
yesterday: ‘‘While it is true that portions of 
the extreme Western part of the State, 
comparatively uninhabited, have been afflicted 
with exceptional weather, 
absolute ae undeniable fact that the State of 
Texus is this year blessed with tbe 
crops of every kind (cotton, corn, W 
catile), and the fullest measure of prosperity 
she baseven known since the late civil war. 
When I left Texas, a month ago, ali crops 
were in a most sutisfactory condition, and my 
daily mail since has advised continued 
seasons and the rapid development o 
crops. Wheat, while not so good as last year, 
has still yielded about eighteen and one-half 
bushels per acre, and 
corn crops are superior 
before raised in the State 
South.

One of the most capacious pigeonholes in 
Secretary Frank R. Tate’s desk at police head- 
quarters is labelled, ‘‘Applications for posi- 
tions on the detective force.’’ The well- 
stocked condition of the receptacle would 


exhausting the supply of detective material in 
this country. Personal applications for ap- 
pointment to the secret service branch of the 
Police Department are made daily. Many of 
the applicants are intelligent young fellows 
who received their education on trains and 
about railroad depots. In the sec- 
ond class of young applicants ar6 
students of cheap detective literature, thor- 
oughly familiar with and eager to eclipse 
the exploits of Hawkshaw the Detect- 
ive.
